Rumor of an Ultimatum. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—A 
rumor gained currency late tonight that 
President McKinley had sent an ultimatum 
to Spain through the Peace Commissioners 
at Paris. 

It is based on the fact that two Cabinet 
meetings were held in addition to the regu- 
lar meeting this morning—one at 4 o'clock 
and another at 9. . 

It is stated that President McKinley has 
become tired of the procrastination of the 
Spanish commissioners, and has determined 
to bring Spain to its knees. 

President McKinley, so the story goes, now 
believes that time enough has been allowed 
to come to a definite conclusion and that 
nothing is to be gained by further delay. 

It is pointed out that this government is 
under the enormous expense of keeping the 
country on a war footing, and as the United 
States will not budge from its demands, at 
least some of this expense could be saved. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour the 
story could not be confirmed, but the fact 
that three Cabinet meetings were held to- 
day, which is extraordinary, lends color to 
the story. 

During this. afternoon and tonight infor- 
mation received by the President from Paris 
has been informally discussed at the White 
House by Mr. McKinley and several mem- 
bers of his Cabinet. The information re- 
ceived from the American Peace Commis- 
sioners was said to be disquieting. | 

Precisely the nature of the information re- 
ceived was not disclosed tonight., It is said, 
however, that the situation is embarrassing 
if not critical, in the opinion of the commis- 
sioners.

Jane Johnston Perry, daughter of A. S. J. 
Perry, now dead, of Charleston, S. C., is the 
successor of the beautiful Italian woman 
who had the doubtful distinction of having 
a King’s name coupled with her own in her 
husband’s divorce suit, and who has been 
designated the Mme. de Maintenon of Hum- 
bert’s court. 

Thus does an American girl step into fill 
the gap created by one of the greatest scan- 
dals that has troubled royalty in Europe 
during this century. That a King should 
be named as corespondent by one of the

Head of a Large Straw Goods Concern 

in New England Ends His Life— 
Prominence of the Family — His 
Daughter a Countess in Berlin. 


West Union, Mass., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
Edward F. Knowlton of Brooklyn, 
aged 67, head of the firm of Knowl- 
& Sons of this place, and 
father of Countess Sierstorpff of Berlin, was 
found dead on the floor of his sleeping-room 
here this morning, at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Eli W. Batchelder. He had shot him- 
self in the head with a revolver. 

Knowlton & Sons were at one time the 
largest manufacturers of straw goods in the 
world. The business was started over half 
a century ago by Captain Legg, for whom 
William Knowlton, the father of Edward, 
worked. 

For the last few years Knowlton had been 
although able to attend to 
business, and, owing to a disease of the 
lower limbs, was a cripple.

The Isabella Sands is 23 years old, but was 
regarded as stanch and seaworthy. Inspite 
of the tremendous seas that were piling up 
higher all day the vessel plowed along under 
reefed fore, main, and mizzen sails and jibs. 
At 11 o'clock, according to the story of Cap- 
tain Johnson, the wind suddenly stopped 
blowing, and for an hour the schooner, with 
its heavy deckload of lumber, plunged and 
rolled in the big waves. At noon the wind 
suddenly sprang up again, and from that 
time till the Chicago light was sighted the 
seas were tumultuous. 


Sailors Badly Frightened. 

Captain Johnson had intended making the 
Calumet River, but when he was opposite 
Evanston the seas were so tremendous that 
he made up his mind if ever he got opposite 
the Chicago River to put in for shelter 
either there or behind the breakwater. The 
sailors clung to the lumber, and the waves 
and spray blew over and soaked them 
through long before dark. Sail was short- 
ened to the single close reefed mainsail and 
jibs, but with that short canvas the boat 
made heavy weather through the seas. The 
crew began to get frightened at the way 
the boat plunged about, but Captain John- 
son, who had sailed the Sands for almost 
twenty years, had no fear of being able to 
make port safely. 

Every mile up the lake brought bigger 
seas, however. When the craft reached the 
neighborhood of the government pler the 
roar of the big waves on the piling was al- 
most deafening, and, not daring to steer 
for that shelter, the craft was headed for 
the mouth of the Chicago River. The little 
canvas that the craft was sailing under was 
taken in, and about 6:30 the anchor was let 
go under the shelter of the pier at the mouth 
of the river. 

The moment the schooner came to anchor 
the seas began piling over her sides and the 
anchor threatened to drag and let the craft 
go pounding against the pier. Captain Hen- 
nessy of the tug Morford saw the danger 
the schooner was in and steamed close up. 
A line was thrown to the schooner and made 
fast, and the tug started to tow her into the 
mouth of the river. Before the line had

Washington, D. C., Oct. 25.—[Speciai.]— 
Spain has progested against the battleships 
Oregon and lowa going around Cape Hurn 
to the Philippine Islands and demands their 
return to the United States, claiming the 
action in sending these ships to Manila is a 
violation of the terms of the protocol. 

The protest was formally submitted to Sec- 
retary Hay by M. Thiebeaut, Chargé 
d’Affaires of the French Embassy, while 
President McKinley was in Chicago attend- 
ing the peace jubilee celebration. 

Secretary Hay declined to reply to the de- 


mand until President McKinley returned.

The sailors, all of whom live in Chicago, 
clung half drowned for nearly two hours to 
the deckload of lumber their craft was car- 
rying to South Chicago, while lines parted 
and anchors dragged and the craft threat- 
ened every minute to crash against the 
breakwater in the howling gale. In the 
tremendous seas the tug Morford of the 
Dunham Towing and Wrecking company 
lunged after the schooner until it had drift- 
ed from the mouth of the river almost to 
Thirtieth street. Finally the craft came 
momentarily to anchor, and the half frozen 
Captain and crew were dragged aboard the 
‘lifeboat, which had come meanwhile. The 
lifeboat started through the seas for the 
river, only to find that the cook, Nels O. Nel- 
son, had been left behind on the apparently 
doomed boat. Nelson's shout was heard a 
minute later.and a line was thrown to him. 
Half drowned, he was hauled bodily through 
the waves to the lifeboat. 


Owner Lives at Manistte. 

The Isabella Sands is owned by Louis 
Sands of Manistee, Mich. It left that place 
Monday night with a cargo of dressed jum- 
ber consigned to Barnett & Record, South 
canis by the State Lumber company. 
Neither craft nor cargo was insured. 

At the same time the Sands hoisted sail 
the schooners Arendel, A. W. Lucky; and 
Cape Owen, all lumber laden, started up the 
lake before the north wind. At 4o’clock next

The Morford steamed after and another 
line was passed.. By that time the schooner 
had drifted almost opposite Twelfth street, 
and the members of the crew were in terror 
of going on the breakwater. Another line 
was passed to the schooner and made fast, 
and the tug turned its nose towards the 
river and again started to buffet the heavy 
seas. The schooner lunged after, and the 
towline snapped again. 

Life-Savers to the Rescue. 

After one more attempt to pass a line had 
failed the Morford put on all steam and 
started for the life saving station at the 
mouth of the river. With help from the 
life-savers one after another the saiiors 
crawled from the lurching rail of the schoon- 
er into the life boat and were brought to 
shore. 

Fisherman in Great Peril. 

A fisherman Known as “Scotty” was 
caught out in the heavy gale in a small 
sail boat off Waukegan. For three hours 
he battled, seemingly in the face of certain 
death. Finally, with thé sails blown to rib- 
bons, he made a desperate run for the shore, 
and, with the help of men of the beach, 
landed safely. 

The storm struck Chicagoat3a.m. Wind 
signals were hoisted during the day through- 
out the entire lake region. The center of the 
storm was over the southern portion of Lake 
Michigang At both Chicago and Grand 
Haven the wind velocity was forty eight 
miles. 

Indications for today are ‘tn snow or rain 
flurries followed by fair and cold weather 
toward evening. At 2 o'clock this morning 
it was snowing briskly, the flakes melting 
on the wet ground as they fell. 

The blow turned many an umbrella wrong 
side out, and in the down-town district 
gusts that tore around the corners of the 
skyscrapers made it difficult to walk with- 
out falling. 

A sign thirty feet long and three feet wide, 
loosened by the wind, fell from the second 
story at 204 Clark street and struck Mrs.

The question is now under consideration and 
it is believed it was discussed at the Cabinet 
meeting today, but no decision was reached.

This government peremptorily demanded 
the return of these troops, as Spain neglect- 
ed to observe the formality of asking permis- 
sion. 

It has been generally understood that 


while Sagasta did not give this government } 


permission to send the Oregon and Iowa to 
Manila he was advised of the administra- 
tion’s wishes and acquiesced in the plan. 

This protest is not. looked upon here as 
an indication that hostilities are to be re- 
newed, but as another evidence of hair- 
splitting diplomacy engendered by the im- 
potent rage of a vanquished foe. 

Spain now realizes that the American 
Peace Commissioners cannot be hoodwinked, 
nor bulldozed, nor involved in the intricate 
meshes of Spanish diplomacy, and the blunt 
diplomacy of the Yankees {s rapidiy gaining 
the ascendancy. 

It,is hoped by desperate and despairing 
Spaniards ¢ this latest erratic, action to 
postpone the day when it will have to yield 
to the American contention. 

The Oregon and Iowa are now on the South 
American coast, participating in a celebra- 
tion held by one of the South American re- 
publics, and can be recalled if the 4dministra- 
tion sees fit to acquiesce in the Spanish Ce- 


mand.

irs. De Giraud Attempts to Enter San 
Francisco from Vancouver and Is 
Stopped by the Commissioner of Im- 
migration—Her Eventful Career. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 25.—[Specia!.]— 
One of the former well-known female An- 
archists of France is seeking to gain admit- 
tance to this city. Her plans will, in all 
probability, be frustrated by Commissioner 
of Immigration North, who has refused her 
a landing on the grounds that she is liable 
to become a public charge, as she has no 
money. 

The woman is Catherine Sophie Bertha de 
Giraud d’Agay and she came here from Van- 
couver, B. C.,on the steamship Walla Walia, 
some friend having paid her fare. She is 
over 50 years of age. She comes of a dis- 
tinguished French family and claims to be 
a royalist. She denies that she is an An- 
archist. However, in 1892 the French au- 
thorities saw fit to banish her. 

In 18904 Mrs. de Giraud came to the United 
States, taking up her residence in Chicago. 
She denies that she associated herself with 
Anarchists who made Chicago their hcad- 
quarters. Nevertheless, she was under po- 
lice surveillance. 

A year later Mrs. de Giraud came to East 
Oakland, where she remained incognito, no 
one recognizing her as the expelled An- 
archist of France. Subsequently she went to 
Australia amd took an active part in the 
affairs of the Anarchists. She got into 
trouble with the authorities there and re- 
moved to Vancouver. Now she seeks to iand 
in San Francisco. | 

According to the story she told the Com- 
missioner, Mrs. de Giraud invested $10,000 in 
mines in British Columbia, all of which she 
hag lost. The money was the only remairing 
portion of the fortune of $60,000 left her upon 
the death of her husband, Cesar Alexander 
de Giraud d’Agoy, who, she claims, was a 
collector of customs in France.

Altona, Prussia; Oct. 25.—The police have 

been greatly deceived in the arrest of the 
alleged Anarchist, Oldenburg, here. Olden- 
burg, it was reported, had been selected 
by ballot by a society of Anarchists to 
awnit the return of the Emperor William 
from Palestine, 
him. 

Oldenburg is a peripatetic umbrella men- 
der, who has been in court a number of 
times charged with vagrancy. To the po- 
lice he told a hair-raising tale. He said 
that he had been dragged to a deep cellar, 
where the Anarchists were assembled in 
eounctl. There it was decided that the 


--@ Bmperor should be murdered immediately’ 


on his return from the.Holy. Land. Olden-. 
burg said he was threatened with dire 
vengeance if he dared reveal aught of what 
he had witnessed, and he was selected as 
the assassin. 

Before his arrest he went to the An- 
archist sympathizers in the city and con- 
fided to them the alleged plan of the con- 
spirators. He was received by some with 
open arms, and he managed to borrow 


small sums of money from these, which he 


promised to pay back as soon as he ob- 
tained the $200 which the Anarchists had 
promised him. 

The police have now learned that there is 
not a word of truth in what he had told 
them, and that his principal object in tell-

Begins an Excited Session.

Paris, Oct. 25.—The Parisan Cabinet has 
been compelled to resign after one of the 
most turbulent sessions of the Chamber of 
Deputies held in many sessions. 
The session of the Chamber of Deputies 
had no sooner opened than M. Derouleds 
made a violent attack upon the Minister of 
War, General Chanoine, whereupon the lat- 
ter arose and explained the conditions under 
which he accepted the portfolio. .

MME. RIBOT A CHICAGO GIRL. 


Proposed Premi er of France Is the 
Husband of Minnie 
Burch. 


If M. Ribot should be elevated to the Pre- 
miership of France, as seems likely from 
the cable dispatches, it will bring into prom- 
inence in European politics another Chicago 
girl. For, although it may not be known to 
many Americans, the wife of M. Ribot was 
formerly Miss Minnie Burch, whose father 
was Isaac H. Burch, at one time a rich 
banker of Chicago. 

Following so closely on the advancement 
of Mr. Curzon in England which makes his 
wife, formerly Mary Leiter of Chicago, the 
Vicereine of the Indian Empfre, the present 
probable honor for Mme. Ribot appears Iifte 
a heaping of fame upon women who have 
had Chicago for a residence. 

The events which led up to the marriage 
of Mme. Ribot make a romantic and remark- 
able story. They include the history of a 
famous Chicago divorce suit, noted for its 
dramatic features, the separation of the 
daughter from her mother, her life in 
Europe, and final marriage to M. Ribot. 

Isaac H. Burch, the father of Mme. Ribot, 
was a Buffalo (N. Y.) banker. He had mar- 
ried Miss Turner of Albany, one of three sis- 
ters remarkable for their beauty. The 
other two married Erastus Corning and J. 
V. L. Pruyn. Mr. Burch came to Chicago at 
the height of the Western fever and soon 
became rich. He and Mrs. Burch had two 
daughters—Minnie, now Mme. Ribot, and 
Hattie, now Mrs. Morgan of Detroit. 

In the latter part of the fifties Mr. Burch 
became suspicious of the relations of his 
wife and David Stewart, at that time a lead- 
ing Chicago lawyer, and instituted a suit 
for divorce. .Mrs. Burch was a woman of 
great beauty, and Stewart, besides being a 
man of great accomplishments and good so- 
cial standing, was handsome. Mis. Burch 
was a devout member of one of the most 
fashionable Presbyterian churches in Chi- 


cago. 
A curious feature of the case brought out 
in the trial was the fact that the intrigues 
between Mrs. Burch and*Stewart were car- 
ried on during a big religious revival at the 
church to which Mrs. Burch belonged, and in 
which she professed to be greatly interested. 
Mrs. Burch contested the case bitterly. 
Mr. Burch did not win his suit. He 
sold out his interests in Chicago and took 
his daughter Minnie with him to Paris. 
Mrs. Burch ultimately became the wife of 
Dr. Pomeroy of Detroit. Mr. Burch did 
not remarry, but traveled extensively until 
his death at Nice in 1883. He gave careful 
attention to the education of his daughter, 


| who was given all the opportunities of the 


French capital. 

When quite young Minnie Burch married 
a Frenchman named Demongot, and several 
years after his death she became the wife 
of M. Ribot. They have two sons, who are 
now at school. In the winter M. Ribot and 
his wife live in Paris, but spend their sum- 
mers in the country. 

Mme. Ribot is tall, extremely graceful, 
and reposed in manner. . 

It is said that despite her long residence 
abroad. Mme. Ribot still loves her native

thought the assembly will oppose disband- 
ing until—in the words of one of the mili- 
tary delegates—‘‘ some assurance is re- 
ceived from President. McKinley that he in- 
tends to observe the resolutions of the Unit- 
ed States Congress regarding the absolute 
freedom of Cuba.”’ 


Few Favor Annexation. 

It being a military assembly, the annexa- 
tion party has but a small representation. 
One proposition to come up for discussion is 
that the army should remain an armed 
force for the purpose of policing and garri- 
soning the island from the beginning of next 
year, when the United States troops are ex- 
pected to leave. The assembly will appoint 
a committee to wait upon President McKin- 
ley regarding the status of Cuba, consisting 
probably of Garcia, Quesada, and Parragua, 
and it is safe to assume that the assembly 
will remain in session and the army in any 
event not be disbanded until the report of 
the committee is received. 

Another proposition to be brought before 
the delegates is the division of Cuba into four 
States, to be called: 

Orient, now the Fyovines of Santiago de 
Cuba. 

Camaguey, now the Province of Puerto 
Principe. 

Las Villas, now the Province of Santa 
Clara. 

Occident, now the Provinces of Matanzas, 
Havana, and Pinar del Rio. 

Between the proposed States of Camaguey 
and Las Villas would be a space of land 
which would be a special federal district or 
territory, where the capital would be built, 
a new inland town for this special purpose. 

A delegate will propose the trial by court- 
martial of all officers in the Cuban army 
who have permitted their men to be dis- 
banded. 

In these ways and others the assembly in- 
tends to show the world that it considers the 
Americans merely temporary visitors who 
will evacuate the island after the Spaniards. 


Sanguilly a Delegate. 

Havana, Oct. 23.—Manuél Sanguilly, the 
author and orator, who was a distinguished 
soldier in the ten years’ war, will represent 
the Second, Third, and Fifth Corps of the 
Cuban army at the Cuban Assembly con- 
vened to consider the establishment of a 
permanent Cuan government. His choice 
by these troops, including the Holguin, 
Tunas, Bayamo, Manzanillo, Camaguey, 
Matanzas, and Havana divisions, is highiy 
significant as indicating the sentiment of a 
large number of the Cubans now under arms. 
Sanguilly has advocated the disbandment of 
the Cuban troops and their return to the arts 
of peace, dwelling long and earnestly upun 
the importance to the Cubans of securing the 
confidence of the United States. He ever 
went so far as to declare that if the Cuban 
revolutionary leaders should assume a hos- 
tile attitude towards the Americans he would 
enter the ranks of those opposed to such a 
course. His selection at this juncture and 
in view of such sentiments indicates that a 
rational judgment is making headway in cer- 
tain quarters.

‘EXTEND SYMPATHY TO 
THE COLORED MINERS. 


Meeting at Quinn Chapel! Adopts Reso- 
lutions Concurring in the Address of 
Their Countrymen—Factions Cause a 
Clash. 


At a meeting in Quinn Chapel! last night, 
at which five of the negro miners who came 
from Alabama to Virden were present, res- 
olutions were adopted extending the sym- 
pathy of the colored people of Chicago and 
concurring in the address of the miners, 
which stated that they were not convicts, 
and refuting the charge that they were tak- 
ing the place of other miners. Jesse Shaw, 
R. H. Primpkleton, and the Rev. W. T. Al- 
exander were the spokesmen of the miners. 
The miners and their representatives pres- 
ent were: 
Jesse Shaw, R. H. leton, 

The charges that the meeting was to be 
used for political purposes in injuring Gov- 
ernor Tanner and the Republican party and 
creating differences between two factions of 
the colored people caused a clash. Fora 
time disorder reigned, and the men who tried 
to speak were hissed. Mrs. Ida Wells 
Barnett, who has made an investigation of 
the miners’ cause, charged T. Allen, 8. B. 
Turner, and others who were present with 
interfering with the purpose of the meeting 
in trying to express their allegiance to Gov- 
ernor Tanner. At the conclusion of the 
meeting the differences were smoothed over, 
and everyone voted to sustain the miners in 
their request. 

The Rev. A. J. Carey, pastor at Quinn 
Chapel, introduced the program by stating 
his allegiance to the Republican party, He 
discredited the report that the meeting was 
to work for any political end. 

The miners were then introduced and ex- 
plained their cause, saying that they had 
come ta Illinois under no misrepresentation; 
that they came expecting to take the place 
of men who had broken their contract; that 
they had expected the protection of the gov- 
ernment; and that, in their failure to secure 
this, they appealed to their race. An ad- 
dress, signed by 113 colored miners of Pana 
and Virden, was then read, claiming the pro- 
tection of the law in their labor. | 

The introduction of a motion favoring 
this resolution and adopting it in the name 
of the colored people of Chicago cajled forth 
the first opposition. Thomas Allen objected 
to making the question a race issue, and 
was his The chairman lost control of 
the meeting for a few minutes, and half a 
dozen speakers occupied the floor at once. 
Quiet was restored only by ruling all speak- 
ing from the floor, Mrs. Barnett told of her 
visit to Governor Tanner. She said that he 
had told her his evidence that the men were 
convicts had come from the State Mine In- 
spector, Waldon Rutledge. She read a let- 
ter from Mr. Rutledge in which he denied 
having found any convicts among the min- 
ers. She then criticised Allen and Turner, 
and said they were Governor Tanner’s tools. 

Mr. Allen, Mr. Turner, and their sympa- 
thizers said Mrs. Barnett had personal 
grievances with regard to appointments in 
the colored troops. It was also held that 
the colored miners of Lllinois who belonged 
to the unions were in sympathy with the 
strikers, and that it would thus be unfair to 
make it a race question. The five colored 
miners from Virden will return today.

would lead to criminal prosecutions in case 
the judges should be held after a hearing. 

Several cases of repeating were reported 
from the Eighteenth Ward. H. J. Burns, a 
Republican challenger in the Twenty-first 
Precinct, reported that a man who regis- 
tered as Harry Lee, 134 West Madison 
street, in the Fifth Precinct, had registered 
also under the name of Roden, 139 West 
Jackson street, in the Twenty-first Pre- 
cinct, and that the latter number fell at 
a vacant lot. The same man reported that 
Daniel Grant, who lives on the southwest 
corner of Clinton and Adams streets, had 
registered in the Twenty-first Precinct under 
the name of James Lynes, 151 West Jack- 
son street. 

These and other similar cases reported 
to Sheriff Pease will be investigated more 
fully togay.

PIGEONS TO BE USED 
TO CARRY NEWS OF 
_ DISASTERS AT SEA. 


Captain Reynaud of the French Army, 
in This Country to Establish Experi- 
mental Stations, Visits Chicago— 
Talks of Trouble with England 


Captain Reynaud, who is connected! with 
the cavalry branch of the French military 
service. arrived in Chicago last night and 
registered at the Auditorium Annex. He 
came here from New York, where for sev- 
eral days*he has been gathering information 
relative to the best point at which to estab- 
lish shore stations or cotes for carrier pig- 
eons, which are designed to bring word of 
distress or disaster to vessels at sea. 

The French government is behind’ the 
project, which is proposed to be tried in con- 
nection with the French, or Campaigne Gen- 
erale .Transatlantique liné of steamships. 
Besides one or more stations to be estab- 
lished at advantageous points along the 
shores of this country, it is contemplated es- 
tablishing such stations along the New- 
foundland coast on this side and France, 
and probably Lreland, on the other side of the 
Atlantic.  . 

The Captain is hopeful that the present 
trouble between France and England will 
be settled without recourse to arms. 

“When I left France, between two and 
three weeks ago,’ he said, “it was not 
thought war was a probability. If any grave 
fears had been entertained in that direc- 
tion, I certainly should have not been per- 
mitted to leave on my present mission. I 
think some compromise will probably be 
reached. France is certainly not without 
rights in the controversy, as the English pa- 
pers would have the world believe, and I 
believe she will strenuously maintain them.” 


HER DEFENSE 
IS CONSPIRACY. 


Mrs.Sanderson of Battle Creek 
Says First Hearing Will 
Make Her Free. 


TRIAL TO BE A LONG ONE. 


Twelve Days May Be Needed 
for Preliminary Exam- 
ination. 


EFFECT OF GROUND GLASS. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Oct. 25.—[Special.]— 
If Mrs. Mary Butterfield Sanderson placed 
powdered glass in the food she fed her aged 
and unsuspecting husband she condemned 
him to a milignity of torture unequaled 
since the days’ when men vied with one an- 
other in the cruelty of the methods by which 
they removed their enemies. A _ Battle 
Creek surgeon described today the action 
of the tiny glass particles upon the stomach 
and intestines, and concluded by saying 
that death was a merciful relief to the per- 
son into whose system the cutting, grind- 
ing, fragments had been introduced. 

From the moment the granules of glass 
passed the old man’s lips, if they passed at 
all, they entered upon their insidious work 
of destruction. The tiniest of the particles, 
so small that they would not have even the 
feeling of grit on the teeth, sought the 
deepest recesses of the stomach, imbedding 
themselves in the minutes glands from 
which pour the digestive fluid. The churn- 
ing motion of the stomach forced them 
closer and closer against the cell walls, un- 
til at last, after days, they began to pen- 
etrate the tissues. 

Pain may have been absent until then, 
though spasms -were probable from the first, 
but with the inflammation commenced the 
agony, which ended in death, the nearest 
parallel in sensation is declared to be the 
searing touch of carbolic acid. While 
\the smallest fragments remained in ‘the 
stomach, the larger, after lacerating that 
organ, were expelled into the intestines to 
continue cutting and slashing the delicate 
linings. A large proportion of the large bits 
of glass would be likely to complete tho 
passage, and, it is believed that if Professo> 
Prescott of Ann Arbor found glass in any 
of the parts of the body submitted to him 
for analysis the spot was the stomach. 


Defense Will Be’ Conspiracy. 


Public Prosecutor Lockton so publicly and 
so confidently has made the assertion that 
glass was fed to Mr. Sanderson that few 
believe he dare rest his proof on the state- 
ment of the dismissed servant girl, Marie 
Robertson, and for that reason it is thought 
that Professor Prescott's quest was crowned 
by some measure of success. 

The reputation and the motive of the 
servant will be assailed with bitterness by 
the defense at the preliminary examination.. 
Attorney W. A. Crosby disclosed his hand 
in part today by saying that his theory was 
that of conspiracy. and that he expected to 
demonstrate at the hearing. In the annals of 
Michigan courts the hearing promises to ex- 
ceed all records in length. . 

“The hearing will last twelve or fourteen 
days at least,’’ said Attorney Crosby to- 
day. “I hope to keep the servant girl on the 
stand for days.”’ 

It is expected, however, that there will 
be an adjournment of a week on Saturday 
night. The position of Attorney Crosby in 
the case is unique, in that he claims to pos- 
sess as a witness knowledge to the ad- 
vantage of hisclient. He says that previous 
to the discharge of Marie Robertson, he 
traced rumors reflecting against the 
morality of Mrs. Sanderson, who was even 
then his client, to the servant girl, and con- 
fronted her with them. By his statement 
she denied the authorship of the rumors, 
said that respect had existed always between 
the husband and wife; and that the old man 
had been treated with uniform kindness. 
The interview is said to have taken place in 
the presence of a third persen, who can be 
brought on the witness stand. 


Expects Soon to Be Free. 


Mrs. Sanderson is keeping up her courage 
by the frequent declaration that che will 
be free after the examination on Thursday. 
In the parlor of Sheriff Stone’s official resi- 
dence at Marshall, the county seat, she gave 
a reporter for THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE 
the message this afternoon that she would 
explain at the hearing all of the evidence 
against her, and that she would then de- 
fend also her reputation@® She has come to 


strength of the case against her, and she has 
broken down repeatedly. 

She talked freely on ordinary matters to- 
days, though she refused steadfastly to speak 
of affairs connected directly with the sup- 
posed crime. She said that she understood 
that her marriage with an old man was 
haturaliy much against her, though she 
declared her innocence as stoutly as ever. 

The county jail at Marshall connects with 
the Sheriff's house, but Mrs, Sanderson has 
at no time been in cell confinement. She 
has been given a sleeping-room in the resi- 
dence part of the building, and has been 
guarded in the parlor by day. Every at- 
tention is shown her. She wore a fashion- 
able house gown this afternoon, and persons 
who have visited her twice during a day 
say she has dressed with added care for the 
evenings. Her brother,, Harry Butterfield, 
spent the morning with her, and carried back 
with him to Battle Creek a long document 
of instructions to Attorney Crosby. 

In spite of Mrs. Sanderson's desire, she 
will not be placed on the witness stand in 
her own behalf. Rumor today es un- 
diminished attention to the missing coffee 
mill, in which the glass is declared to have 
been ground. The latest story, which ts plausi- 
ble, is that it will be produced at the hear- 
ing by the defense. Persons in a position 
to know will neither affirm nor deny.

Telegraph wires were down 
at many points. Some of the dispatches to 
THE Trisune, given below, show the ex- 
tent and severity of the marked change in

Decatur—Snow began falling tonight at 
9 o’clock, driven by a brisk wip from the 
north. 

Belvidere—Winter struck this sect‘on in 
earnest this morning, when a heavy snow- 
storm began. It is almost a blizzard tonight. 

Galesburg—aA blizzard set in this afternoon 
and is still prevailing. The snow is blinding. 
The storm comes at the end of nearly a day’s 
rain. Street car traffic inthe city is im- 
peded, and trains are running light The 
telephone and telegraph wires are demoral- 
ized. No such storm in October can be re- 
calied here. It caught everybody unpre- 
‘pared, 

Kankakee—Eight-tenths of an inch of rain 
has fallen in Kankakeo County and vicinity 
since last night, accompanied by a heavy 
wind, that did considerable damare to 
stariding corn. The temperature had fallen 
twenty degrees in the last six hours at 11 
o'clock tonight, and is steadily growing 
colder. 

Rockford—A heavy snow-storm set in this 
afternoon, which in a short time assumed 
the proportions of a blizzard. It is increas- 
ing in force, and telephone and telegraph 
communications are interrupted. 


_ Real Blizzard in Iowa. 

Des Moines—Iowa has been visited by an- 
other October snowstorm. This morning 1% 
inches of snow was on the ground in Des 
Moines, according to the observation at the 
United States Weather Bureau station. 
Snow is reported from all points in the cen- 
tral and western parts of the State, rain 
from the eastern one-third. The snow was 
heavy, and the sleet weighted the wires 
down so that, with the wind blowing at 
twenty-three miles an hour, the poles in 
many places could not bear the burden, and 
the wires went down. ' 

The telegraph lines can do nothing tonight 
on the direct wires between here and Chica- 
go. All messages East are an hour behind, 
being sent to Omaha or some Western point, 
thence to St. Louis, from there around to 
Chicago. 

The lasting damage which the storm, in 
connection with the continued damp weath- 
er, will do in the State is to the lowa corn. 
A statement was made today by Director 


effect that the winds of the early autumn 
have blown the corn shocks flat or at various 
angles. He says the result of this has been 
that the ears, fully matured, are touching the 
damp ground, and will soon begin to rot, 
A month of dry weather is needed for corn- 
husking to save the crop. 


Wisconsin Feels It Severely. 

Milwaukee—A terrific storm swept over 

Wisconsin this afternoon, and Is still raging. 
The wind is blowing at the rate of forty-five 
miles an hour, and it is snowing and sleet- 
ing. The storm is especially severe on the 
lake, and a large number of vessels are shel- 
tered in the harbor of refuge. 
' While trying to make the harbor at dusk 
the schooner Barbarian went by the plera, 
and the life saving crew had to go out and 
take off its crew of six men anda boy. It 
was impossible for the lifeboat to get close 
enough to let the sailors jump aboard or to 
use life lines. The crew of the schooner 
jumped into the lake one at a time and 
swam for the boat. They were all finally 
got aboard and brought into the harbor. 
The Barbarian is waterlogged on a sand bar 
south of the harbor entrance and is gg¢ing 
to pieces. 

The life savers also brought in with the as- 
sistance of a tug the little wood hooker, 
Birdie, which became unmanageable in the 
storm. 

In this city the storm has done consider- 
able damage. <A portion of the fence and 
grand stand at the Milwaukee Baseball 
Park was blown down, besides a number of 
trees and chimneys in all parts of the city. 

Telegraphic communication with points in 
the interior of the State was cut off early in 
the afternoon. From the meager reports 
received the storm has done considerable 
damage. 

Madison, Oshkosh, Watertown, Janesville, 
and a number of other points report heavy 
snow. The thermometer is hovering about 
the freezing point, a drop of twenty-five de- 
grees since last night. 

La Crosse—First snow of season fell here 
‘today, enough to cover the ground. There 
has been a decided drop in the temperature. 
This morning the temperature was 34. Now 
it has dropped to 30,.and is still growing 
colder. A hard wind is blowing, and consid- 
erable trouble has been reported to tele- 
graph service. 
‘ Snow in Missouri. 

Kansas City—A fierce snow-storm is rag- 
ing in the southwest today. At some points 
the snow covers the ground from two to 
four inches. The storm began at midnight 
last night, and, accompanied by a wind- 
storm, has prevailed since with increasipg 
vigor. Telegraph communication kas been 
interrupted to an extent and other minor 
damage done. At Chillicothe, Mo., the wind 
is blowing a gale, and at Sedalia the heaviest 
snow-storm known in the history of central 
Missouri for the month of October is re- 
portéd. It is growing colder.

Chicago’s First Woman Physician 
Dies at Battle Creek of Old Age 
and Debility. 


Battle Creek, Mich., Oct. 25.—[Special. }]— 
Dr. Charlotte Levanway, octogenarian 
physician, who was the first woman member 
of her profession to enter the field of work 
at Chicago, died this afternoon of general 
debility.

Although weak in body shé re- 
tained her mental strength, and at the age of 
85 read without glasses, had perfect teeth, 
and was a delightful conversationalist.

She 
come to this city in 1846, from her birthplace 
in Ontario County, New York, as a young 
bride. After studying under several famous 
doctors she entered the fleld in Chicago, 
where she remained for fourteen years.

BICYCLES AND CIGARETS, 

The State Supreme Court has delighted 
the bicyclists and saddened the dealers in 
cigarets.. The city ordinance imposing a 
license tax of a dollar a year on the 
former has been set aside. The ordinance 
requiring the latter to pay an annual license 
fee of $100 and making it unlawful for 
them. to carry on business within 200 feet 
of a “Schoolhouse has been upheld. The 
reasoning of the court in both cases is sound 
and clear. 

As regards the bicycle ordinance, which, 
by the way, covers all wheeled vehicles, 
whether used for business or pleasure pur- 
poses, the court holds that the license fee 
is nothing more nor less than a tax on 
certain articles of personal property, on 
which taxes have been already paid— 


* provided the Assessors have done their duty. 


If those bicycles and other wheeled vehicles 
paid a tax under the ordinance they would 
be the subject. of double taxation, and 
that principle of uniformity of taxation 
on which thé constitution lays so much 
stress would be violated: - Furthermore, the 
charter gives the Council no power, express 
or implied, to license bicycles and other 
wheeled vehicles not used for business pur- 

As for the cigaret ordinance, the court 
sdmits the contention of the dealers’ lawyers 
that the Council bas not been granted the 


as power to regulate the sale of tobacco, as 


it has that of m@ny articles. The court 
finds the justification of the ordinance in 
the general power granted to the munici- 
pality to adopt regulations which it may con- 
sider necessary for protecting the public 
health. It holds that the ordinance in- 
fringes no private right except in the in- 
terests of good government and for the 
promotion of the public welfare. Evident- 
ly the Judges are satisfied that the use of 
cigatets, especially by children, is unhealtb- 
fal, and hence the traffic in cigarets is one 
which the Cougcil ough? to regulate. 

“Phe validity of the ordinance having becn 
Sustained, it ts to be hoped that the city 


authorities will proceed at once to enforce 
it They have not been making any effort 


bidding the sale of cigarets near school- 
houses, The dealers may beg the Alder- 
men to amend or repeal the ordinance. The 
latter should refuse to do so. 


ORDERED TO QUIT. 

At last a peremptory demand has been 
sent to Spain that it must deport the re- 
mainder of its troops in Cuba by Jan. 1, 
Meanwhile this country will take possession 
of the island on Dec. 1 and will administer 
the revenues and thé government. The 
last remnant of Spanish sovereignty will 
cease on that day, and Blanco will have 
nothing further to do than to get his sol- 
diers and himself away in four weeks from 
that time. If either of them be found 
there after Jan. 1 they will be removed ex- 
peditiously and without ceremony. In as- 
signing next New Year’s day as the limit 
of Spanish occupation, the President has 
shown himself accommodating. It was origi- 
nally proposed that the Spanish remnant 
should leave on Dec. 1. Blanco wanted 
to stay until Feb? 1. The President has 
split the difference and has issued his 
notification in terms that admit of no 
further modification. It will be as easy 
for Blanco and his Dons to get out of 
Cuba on Jan. las Feb. 1. All the reasons 
assigned by him for staying longer are 
mere pretexts. The real reason why Spain 
wanted further delay is that it might squeeze 
revenue out of the exports and imports 
of Cuba through the port of Havana to 
the last possible minute. The compromise 
made by the President is a generoys one, 
some will think too generous, under the 
circumstances. The decision has been 
made, however. On Dec. 1 the United 
States will collect and disburse revenues 
and for four weeks following that date 
Blanco and his soldiers will remain on 
sufferance while packing up to go, but with 
no more control in Cuba than they have 
in Madagascar. Before that time comes 
the fever will have entirely disappeared 
and the island on New Year’s day wiil 
be one of the healthiest and mpst pleasant 
spots in the world. Much will be done 
in the meantime in preparing the way for 
the migration which will be sure to take 
place into our favorite winter resort, and 
after the Spanish horde has gone for good 
much will be done to stamp out the fever 
spots and keep the island all the year round 
as healthy and pleasant as it is in winter. 
That will be the New. Year’s gift of Uncle 
Sam to long suffering Cuba.

The Supreme Court has 


ANOTHER _ dealt the spoilsmen another 
Ctviu Servics blow. It holds that the 
DEcISION. clerks in the offices of the 


City Clerk, Collector, and 
Controller are covered by the civil service 
law, and must be placed under its operation 
at once. This decision will not trouble the 
Controller, who believes in the merit sys- 
tem, but it will worry the other officials, 
who think they ought to be able to bestow 
the clerkships in their offices on men who, 
though incompetent bummers, are their per- 
sonal and political friends. If zhe Civil 
Service commission attends to its business 
the good-for-nothings in the two offices will 
be compélied to go, and competent men will 
be certified to fill their places. But if the 
commission lets the present incumbents 
stand examinations, puts them at the head 
ef the list, and certifies them for appoint- 
ment, then the Supreme Court decision will 
accomplish little. 


CAPTAIN CARTER’S DISGRACE. 

Not in many years has the United States 
army had so important or so sensational a 
scandal as that which has about reached its 
culmination in the Carter court-martial 
case, the record of which is now in the 
hands of the President for final confirma- 
tion. Until last fall Oberlin M. Carter, 
Captain of the Engineer Corps, was a man 
of enviable reputation and of the highest 
social and military standing. Now he 
stands convicted of complicity in enormous 
frauds against the government, and has 
been sentenced to pay a heavy fine and to 
suffer imprisonment for a term of ten years. 
As the prisoner has been given every possi- 
ble chance to defend himself, but has been 
pronounced guilty by each succeeding 
tribunal that examined the evidence, there 
is searcely the slightest doubt that the 
President will confirm the judgment and 
the sentence. : 

Carter had just been called from the post 

of military attaché at London to take a 
place on the Nicaragua Canal commis- 
sion, when certain grave  discrep- 
ancies in the finances of the har- 
bor improvements at Savannah, where 
Carter had previously been em- 
ployed, caused the President to revoke the 
order and send the young engineer before a 
board of inquiry that he might clear his 
reputation, thus cruclly assailed. To the 
astonishment of everybody, the three en- 
gineers appointed to investigate the mat- 
ter confirmed the charges. The matter 
created a profound sensation, for Carter 
had been graduated from West Point with 
the highest standing ever achieved by any 
cadet; he had married a New York lady 
of wealth and high social standing; and 
he had been a prime favorite in all circles 
of society. 
’ Nothing was left but to order a court- 
martial. The charges were those of gen- 
eral conspiracy. with contractors for work 
upon the harbor at Savannah and else- 
where, by which the government was de- 
frauded of several millions. It was con- 
fidently expected that Captain Carter 
would be vindicated. The trial lasted four 
months and was marked by the most pow- 
erful application of influence that could be 
brought to bear upon évery official remotely 
connected with the case, but nothing could 
change the proofs of the defendant’s guilt. 
“Captain Carter had the services of the 
ablest lawyers and the assistance of some 
of the most influential men in the country. 
At one time Secretary Alger was led peril- 
ously close to a fatal blunder—when he 
telegraphed to the prosecuting attorney to 
deliver to Captain Carter’s counsel every 
private paper bearing on the case, This 
would have put it ivto the latter’s power to 
destroy all the evidence of guilt. Fortu- 
nately General Lieber, the Judge Advocate 
General of the army, supported Colonel 
Barr in his refusal to obey the Secretary of 
War too literally. 

The almost inconceivable weight of per- 
sonal and official influence which led Sec- 
retary Alger into this error has all the time 
been at work thronghout the whole social 
fabric of Washington. Captain Carter's 
friends have included United States Sen- 
ators, Congressmen, bankers, merchants, 
lawyers, railroad Presidents, and men and 
women of the highest character and most 
powerful influence. While the court-mar- 


was left unturned to clear the defendant’s 
reputation, and when he was found guilty 
the War department was fairly besieged 
by ah army of hie friends. First; General 
Lieber had to review the case, and he is 
believed to have indorsed the entire record 
and to have recommended that the sentence 
pe approved by the President. Then the 
papers were placed upon Secretary Alger’s

sieged by powerful delegations of Carter's 
friends, urging that he disapprove of Gen- 
eral Lieber’s report on personal, political, 
and social grounds. Even the members of 
the’ War Secretary’s family were ap- 
proached and appealed to on behalf of the 
convicted Captain. No possible influence 
was overlooked, no wire left unpulled, But 
it has all been of no avail, for the Secretary 
has passed the documents over to the Presi- 
dent with his approval. | 

In addition to all the other things that 
President McKinley has done to secure a 
fair trial, he has submitted the papers to 
the disinterested examination of ex-Senator 
Edmunds, and, as Mr. Hdmunds’ report 
confirms all others, it is not likely that the 
President will hesitate further in confirm- 
ing the sentence of the court-martial, 
though it be the heaviest ever inflicted on 
an officer of the United States army. Car- 
ter’s guilt is now beyond dispute and his 
punishment may deter other officers from 
ever undertaking again to rob the gov- 
ernment in collusion with dishonest con- 
tractors.

the sale of these debilitating and really 
poisonous théngs to school children.

children care nothing for the thousands of 
constitutions that may be ruined, provided 
they can make a few ill-gotten nickels at 
the expense of the boys’ health. The 
heavier license fee will make them more 
chary about forfeiting their licenses by 
selling to minors, and at the same time it 
will lessen the actual] number of places where 
cigarets are sold. By thus protecting the 
health of the younger generation the or- 
dinance subserves the public welfare, while 
at the same time violating no provision of 
the State or federal constitution. The Coun- 
cil did a good night's work when it passed 
the cigaret ordinance. 


THE PULLMAN DECISION. 

The Supreme Court of Illinois has de- 
cided that the charter of the Pullman com- 
pany did not give it the right to purchase 
the ground and construct the buildings and 
rent them in what has become famous as the 
town of Pullman. Its ownership of the 
Pullman office building in this city and of 
the twenty-five acres near the Belt Line for 
the handling of its cars and its right to fur- 
nish power to the Allen Paper Wheel com- 
pany and | to sell liquor to passengers on its 
cars are conceded, but, to state the matter 
briefly, its right to own and run the town 
of Pullman is not conceded, and the court 
holds the company has been exercising a 
function which only belongs to municipal 
-and school authorities. 

The experiment of organizing and con- 
ducting the model village of Pullman has 
been tried for many years, and with much 
success. Its author, the late George M. 
Pullman, took much pride init. He spent 
much time, labor, and thought on the 
project, and in his will he sought still fur- 
ther to enhance its usefulness by leaving 
a princely sum of money for the erection 
and maintenance of a training school where 
the children of the Pullman artisans might 
study. Of course the stockholders of the 
Pullman company do not take the same 
personal interest in the town that its cre- 
ator did, nor do they take an interest suf- 
ficiently strong to warrant them in contend- 
ing against the decision of the Supreme 
Court, which was not based upon any feel- 
ing pro or con, but from its understanding 
of the law in such cases, Noone will doubt 
the success of Mr. Pullman’s experiment or 
question that his model town has clean 
streets, clean habits, and clean morals, and 
has been conducted decently upon a tolera- 
bly high plane, which is more than can be 
said of most of its neighbors. It was a 
species of socialism, conceived by Mr. Pull- 
man, which had many meritorious points, 
but it will now be merged and lost in the 
City of Chicago, as the company will ac- 
cept the decision and dispose of its title 


and plant. 
Pierre Puvis de Chavannes, 
DEATH a French artist of world- 
OF AGREAT wide fame, has passed 
ARTIST. away.

He will be longest re- 
membered by his wall painting, in which he 
has had no rival since Kaulbach’s death. 


MARRIAGE Of GENERAL MERRITT. 

The marriage of Miss Laura Williams 
of Chicago to Major General Wesley Mer- 
ritt at the Savoy Hotel in London on 
Monday evening was a quiet and informal 
affair, but none the less an event,of ir- 
ternational social interest. By all the laws 
of social usage Chicago should have been 
the scene of this distinguished wedding, 
but London will have to be forgiven this 
act of usurpation under the circumstances. 
Even the powerful autocrat of the Philip- 
pines could not do just as he pleased, so 
the wedding had to adapt itself to the 
sterner duties of state which hold Gen- 
eral Merritt within easy reach of Paris 
until such time as he shall be ordered 
back to Manila to complete the work of 
taking over the Philippines into the forma] 
possession of the United States. 

Both bride and groom are to be can- 
upon making a distinguished al- 
liance. As the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Norman Willidms and as the granddaughter 
of the late Judge Caton, Miss Williams came 
quite naturally by her social prominence 
in Chicago, and te these family-claims she 
added many personal charms of the highest 
character. The social circles of the South 
Side will miss her vivacious presence, but 
she will be at home in the distinguished 
society of any of the world’s capitals, being 
equally fitted to be the arbiter of the social 
life of Manila or to shine in Paris or London 
drawing-rooms. 

As for the groom, it would be hard to 
find anywhere a more sturdy and impressive 
type of the honorable warrior. General 
Merritt is a native of Illinois, and a son 
of whom both his State and his nation 
have every reason to be proud. Finishing 
his course at West Point just as the civil 
war broke out, as he dig, he had an oppor- 
tunity to fight his way into rank and dis- 
tinction through those four historic years, 
and he did it in a way that won him honors 
rarely attained so early in life. His subse- 
quent campaigns among the Indians and 
his service at various Western stations, in- 
cluding Chicago, have been marked by a 
rare ccmbination of military virility and 
personal uprightness.

KANSAS CITY LIVE STOCK EXCHANGES. 

The United States Supreme Court has 
decided against the government in the suits 
brought against the Kansas Oity live 
stock exchanges under the anti-trust law. 
It was alleged that their operations are in 
the nature of a monopoly of business and 
in restraint of commerce. Members of the 
exchanges refuse to do business with those 
who are non-members, and hence the latter 
cannot obtain such facilities of a market 
for their cattle as persons who are members 
enjoy. The rules under which members do 
business fix certain exorbitant commission 
rates the cutting of which by members 
makes them liable to expulsion. 

The court refuses to interfere with these 
exchanges because they are not engaged in 
interstate commerce. The services ren- 
dered by thé members of the exchanges are 
in the nature of “ a local aid or facility pro- 
vided for the cattle-owner.” The charges 
of the commission agent may, enhance the 
cost to the owner of the cattle in finding a 
market, but they are not charges which 
are diréettly laid. upon the article in the 
course of transportation and which are 
charges upon the commerce itself. The 
court admits that the charges may be ex- 
orbitant and may have the same effect as 
a burden on commerce that a charge upon 
the commerce itself might have. The ques- 
tion whether the charges are or are not 
exorbitant is one “ primarily of local law.” 

This decision shows that the Supreme 
Court is nowise inclined to extend its juris- 
diction under the Sherman anti-trust law. 
It will not strain a point to bring within 
the scope of that law trusts and combina- 
tions ‘which are not clearly and positively 
in restraint of interstate commerce. It pre- 
fers to leave trusts which do not affect that 
commerce to be dealt with by State courts 
under State laws where there are any. 
There are certain monopoly and restrictive 
features to these Kansas City exchanges 
which may have an injurious effect on 
local trade, In that event Missouri and 
Kansas should enact laws to meet the case 
and then enforce’them. The trusts which 
infest this country cannot. be dealt with 
and put down by the general government 
alone. The States must do their part. 


NO GARBAGE CONTRACT. 

The report that the Supreme Court was 
going to reverse Judge Tuley’s decision 
setting aside the city’s five-year garbage 
contract turns outtobeuntrue. Thecourt 
has decided that the city cannot = avail 
itself of the law of last year, empower- 
ing it to make contracts running five years 
for the removal and disposal of garbage. 
Therefore any immediate hope of the con- 
struction of crematories or of plants for 
the utilization of garbage may as well be 
abandoned. Nopersonor company is likely 
to invest money in such a plant when a one- 
year contract is all that can be procured. 
For, at the end of the first year, boodling 
Aldermen will insist on heavy bribes as 
the’price of a renewal, If it was not paid 
then the investment made would become un- 
profituble. 

Judge Tuley held and the Supreme Court 
agrees with him that when the city makes a 
contract for several years, but makes un 
uppropriaticn to cover expenses under that 
contract for only one year, it has incurred 
a liability. It has increased its indebted- 
ness. Whether future Councils do or do 
not muke appropriations to meet expenses in 
subsequent years, the city will be obligated 
to pay under the contract, provided the party 
with which it is made carries out his 
part of the bargain. The constitution pre 
vides that no city shall become indebtea 
in any manner or for any purpose to an 
amount, including existing indebtedness, in 
the aggregate exceeding 5 per cent on the 
aseessed valuation. The city’s bonded debt 
exceeds the limitation. Therefore the 
Supreme Court, believing that the garbage 
contract would create an indebtedness, de- 
cides that the city cannot enter into that 
contract or any other contract where the 
whole amount to be. expended is not ap- 
propriated atonce,. 

This decision is a finality. A rehearing 
many be asked for, but there is no reason 
to believe it will be granted. If the city’s 
indebtedness were considerably less than 
it is, or if the assessed valuation were 
so much larger than it is that the present 
indebtedness would fall within the 5 per 
cent limitation, then the city would be in a 
position to make contracts running for 
more than one year. Neither of these gon- 
tingencies is likely to happen in the near, 
future. But it is intolerable that the city 
should be compelled to drag along under 
the old, slovenly, unhealthy, costly system 
of gathering up the garbage with teams and 
then piling it up in the outskirts to rot 
away, creating a nuisance and endanger- 
ing the public health. ’ 

If the city cannot make a garbage-disposal 
contract because it is so much in debt, can- 
not the Legislature turn over that branch 
of public sanitation to some other public 
agency? The révenues of the county, under 
existing valuations, are not in excess of its 
needs, but it has by no nfeans reached the 
constitutional limit of indebtedness. It 
could issue several million dollars more 
of bonds. Therefore it could make a gar- 
bage contract if empowered to do so with- 
out “its indebtedness exceeding the limit. 
Then .the eity, year by year, could pay 
over to the county the amount the former 
would pay annually if able to make the 
contract itself, or if the finances of the 
drainage district are in such shape, or can 
be put in such shape, that it can do the 
work, then turn the work overtoit.

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


American Capital to Build a Chinese 
Railway—What Such Public Im- 
_ provement Will Mean. 


It said that an American syndicate has 
obtained from the Chinese government the 
right to build a railway from Hankow to 
Canton. Such a line, which would be up- 
ward of 600 miles in length, and would run 
through a rich and populous region, would 
constitute one of the most valuable conces- 
sions that have been as yet secured by for- 
elgners in the Middle Kingdom. 

We are not told which of the two routes 
that such a line might follow has been def- 
initely chosen. Hankow itself lies on the 
northern bank of the Yangtse Kiang. di- 
rectly opposite the confluence of the Siang 
River, the course of which is from south to 
north. On the southern bank of the Yangise, 
at this point, are situated the great trade 
center, Wu-Chang, and the less important 
town, Han-Yang. Should the proposed rail- 
way follow the line of the Siang River it 
would pass through Yo-Chau, skirt the 
Tung-Ting Lake, serve the commercial pur- 
poses of Chang-Sha, Hang-Chau, and Yung- 
Chau, and thence proceed due south to Wu- 
Chau on the West River, or else to Shan- 
Chau on the North River. From either place 
a continuation of the road to Canton would 
present no great engineering difficulty. An- 
other way of reaching the great southern 
empofium from Hankow would be to fol!ow 
the southern bank of the Yangtse as far as 
its junction with the Kan River at Kiu- 
Kiang. Thence, tollowing the Kang Valiey, 
it would pass through Nan-Kang, Nan- 
Chang, Lin-Kiang, Ki-An, and Kan-Chau, 
whence, by way of Nanan, the road might 
reach Shan-Chau, ahd thence follow the 
North River to Canton. 

By either route the line would traverse 
the so-called Great Plain’ and tap a large 
number of great cities, the prospective de- 
velopment of which cannot be measured 
easily. The only serious obstacke which 
either of the lines would encounter would 
be the watershed between the rivers flow- 
ing north into the Yangtse and those which 
flow south into the Bay of Canton. The 
altitude, however, of this divide is only about 
1,000 feet. Next to the road from Peking to 
Hang-Chau, which, through a great par: of 
its course, would follow the line of the Grand 
Canal, the proposed line from Hankow to 
Canton seems to offer the best préspect of 
immediate profit. 

As has been pointed out by Mr. A. R. 
Colquhoun in his book, ‘‘ China in Trans- 
formation,” the way to make railways pay 
in the Middle Kingdom is to turn to acecunt 
the experience im India. The construction 
of railways in British India began upward of 
forty years ago. The Calcutta government 
made two serious mistakes—first, by adopt- 
ing a gauge 5 feet 6 inches, and, secondly, 
when they found that too heavy and costly 
for rapid extension, by decicing to introduce 
the meter gauge. Mr. Colquhoun is ccn- 
vinced that China is well advised in choosing 
from the outset the standard gauge of 4 feet 
8% inches. It is estimated that India, which 
now has more than 20,000 miles of railway, 
requires 60,000 miles. China shouid have at 
least an equal amount. The impetus trat 
would be given té the expansion of com- 
merce may be estimated from what has 
taken place in India since the introduction 
of railways. The growth of trade in the lat- 
ter country is scarcely credible. The imports 
and exports have risen from 400,000,000 ru- 
pees in 1857 to 2,000,000,000 rupees in 1896. 
At the former date India was merely a dezier 
in drugs, dyes, and luxuries; now she is one 
of the largest purveyors of food grains, 
fibers, and many other staples. The increase 
of business traffic on Indian railways since 
1857 has been from 255,000 tons of goods to 
32,500,000, The inerease in the number of 
passengers during the same interval has 
been from 2,000,000 to 160,000,000. China 
is better off per man than is India, and the 
Chinese, unlike the Hindoos, are born trav- 
elers and traders. 

According to all the first-hand observers, 
low rates will be a necessity in China, as 
they are acknowledged to be in India. Aman 
can travel 400 miles In the last-named coun- 
try in twenty-four hours for the sum of 
$2.08. The present charge in Western China 
for heavy goods, such as salt and pressed 
cotton, is, on an average, one shilling per 
ton-mile. The charge on Indian railways 
is one cent. Notwithstanding the low pas- 
senger and freight rates, the earnings of 
Indian railways compare favorably wiih 
those of other countries. Thus, while in the 
United States the average earnings are 3 
per cent and in Great Britain 3.60, they are 
in India, 5.46 per cent. It is also worth not- 
ing that railway companies pay extremely 
wellin Japan. On the government lines the 
net profit on the capital invested amounts to 
more than 10 per cent. 

When the line between Canton and Han- 
kow has been built, and the last-named 
point has been also connected with Peking 
by rail, it will be possible to make in two or 
three days the journey from Canton to the 
Chinese capital, which now requires from 
eighty to eighty-five days. It is well known 
that the northern half of this trunk route 
has already been arranged for with a so- 
called Belgian syndicate, in which Russia 
is supposed to be interested. Should it be 
deemed necessary to bridge the Yangtse at 
Hankow, there is no reason why the Ameri- 


ean and Belgian companies should not co-. 


operate for the purpose.—New York Sun. 


Shotgun Politics in North Carolina. 


One of the results of the war which has 
been most commented upon is the wiping out 
of the feeling that has for years prevailed 
between the North and South. ererybeay 
has been glad to believe that an end had 
come of the sectional prejudice that had 
long operated to prevent a perfect union of 
the States. 

In view of this fact the news which comes 
from North Carolina must have a depressing 
effect upon those who had been led to think 
that the mingling of the blue and the gray 
on the battlefields of Cuba and Porto Rico 
and on the quarter-decks of the great fight- 
ing ships signalized the dawning of a new 
era, during which political and personal 
rights were to be recognized as fully in the 
South as they had been in the North. 

The dispatches from North Carolina in- 
dicate that an attempt is to be made next 
month to carry the election in that State 
by fraud and intimidation—intimidation as 
bad and brutal as any which characterized 
the methods of the Kuklux in its palmiest 
days. If these reports may be depended 
upon—and they seem to be reliable—the 
Democratic managers are preparing to 
keep the majority of white and black Re- 
publicans from expressing their will at the 
polls. The campaign has been conducted 
entirely on the race issue, and the Demo- 
crats have armed themselves for the pur- 
pose of putting down “ negro domination ” 
at the polis, and there is every indication 
that there will be serious trouble if not 
much bloodshed on election day. That 
means, of course, that the Democrats are 
going to carry the election by fraud and 
violence. | 

It is too bad that such th are ble 
in this day of enlightenment, but the eer 
crats of the South will probably never 
ehange. They want the offices, and they are 
determined to have them, regardless of the 
fact that they would be in a hopeless 
minority in many States at the polls if a free 
vote and fair count were permitted.

Hill Combinations. 

President Jim Hill of the Great Northern 
has also openly come out against combina- 
tions of any kind, and in an interview pub- 
lished since the Supreme Court decision ex+ 
pressed great satisfaction over the rul‘ng. 

These and other defections are calculated 
to prevent any sort of railroad combina- 
tion from being formed in the West. 

It is not likely, however, that either the 
Western Trunk Line committee (freight as- 
sociation) or the Western Passenger asso- 
ciations will go out of existence as a result 
of the Supreme Court’s decision. 

Ever since the promulgation of the trans- 
missouri decision these associations have 
been little more than statistical and infor- 
mation bureaus. There’is need for such or- 
ganizations to publish joint tariffs, compile 
statistics, and keep the roads informed of 
changes made in rates by any of the lines. 
The attempts lately made to engraft pool- 
ing provisions in the agreements of those 
associations to insure a better maintenance 
of rates will have to be abandoned, and the 
clauses now in the agreements fixing pen- 
alties for violation of agreements will have 
to be knocked out. 

Officials Are Silent. 


Nothing is known in this city as to the in- 
tentions of the patrons of the Joint Traffic 
association. None of the high officials is 
willing to express an opinion until the full 
decision has been received and consulta- 
tions with attorneys held. 

Commissioner Blanchard of the associa- 
tion does not think he will lose his $20,000 
a year job, but believes the association will 
be organized as an information bureau, with 
himself at the head as chief informer. 

G. J. Grammer, General Traffic Manager of 
the Lake Shore road, and a prominent mem- 
ber of the Joint Traffic association, said the 
attorneys of the various roads would meet 
shortly and decide what is best to be done 
under existing circumstances. The Board 
of Control (Presidents) would then meet to 
determine what steps are necessary to pre- 
vent a general demoralization in rates. 

He did not think the decision would re- 
sult in the abandonment of the association, 
but a revision of the agreement would 
necessarily have to be made to conform 
with the ruling of the Supreme Court. He 
said some sort of an organization would 
have to be maintained, as there was no im- 
mediate prospect of securing the passage of 
a bill to legalize pooling by Congress. He 
did _ fear a serious war among the rall- 
roads,

STATE BANKERS 


Men Who Handle Illinois 
- Money Hold Their Annual 
Convention. 


CONTEST FOR PRESIDENT. 


Proposed Change in the Consti- 
tution Promises a Lively - 
Election. 


FEATURES OF THE SESSION. 


Joliet, Til, Oct. 25.—[Special.}—Men who 
handle the money of the commonwealth met 
in Joliet today. The man who Is generally 
seen with a pen shoved behind his ear, look- 
ing out through the bars of the vage marked 
“ Cashier,” came arm-in-arm with the man 
who sits in the room with the word “ Pres- 
ident "’ painted on the door. 

It was the eighth annua! convention of the 
Bankers’ association of Illinois, and 150 
bankers from every part of the State were 
in attendance. 

The meetings were held in the assembly 
room of the Union club, in the Masonic Tem- 
ple, where the bankers listened to addresses 
of welcome and speeches on subjects of es- 
pecial interest to their craft. 

Thomas W. Cratty of Chicago made the 
principal address, an exhaustive treatise 
on the subject ‘“* Defense of the New Bank- 
rupt Law.” President W. T. Fenton made 
his annual report, and Frank W. Tracy of 
Springfield, the chairman of thé Executive 
council of the association, proposed some 
amendments to the association’s constitu- 
tion that will revolutionize the present meth- 
od of electing officers and throw that time- 
honored body, the Nominating committee, 
out of ajob. If the amendments go through 
there will be a little more interest and ex- 
citement over an election of a President to- 
morrow than there has been in all the previ- 
ous eight years of the association’s history. 


Hamilton May Be President. 

The Nominating committee appointed 
today will, it is understood, report the name 
of J. L. Hamilton Jr. of Hoopeston for Presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Tracy’s amendment provided that any 
member of the convention may nominate 
any one from the floor for the different 
offices.

Defends New Bankruptcy Law. 


session were the one by Mr. Cratty on “‘ De- 
fense of the New Bankrupt Law ” and one 
by Fred O. McFarland of Mendon on “ Gov- 
ernment Paper Money in the Light of 
Political Economy and Experience.” Ex- 
tracts from these addresses are given below. 
Mr. Cratty’s paper was a most scholarly 
and complete exposition of bankruptcy 
law. He was given a vote of thanks by the 
convention at the close of his address. 


Some Critics Answered. 

“ There seems to.be a cheerful disposition 
on the part of some to cnNticise the new law,”’ 
said Mr. Cratty. ‘‘It is sald the law con- 
tains an inadequate definition of insolvency. 
The provision reads, ‘A person shal! be 
deemed insolvent within the provisions of 
this act whenever the aggregate amount of 
his property . . Shall not, at a fair val- 
uation, be sufficient in amount to pay his 
debts.’ 

“There is excepted from the property 
estimated anything that he may have dis- 
posed of or concealed with intent to hinder 
or delay his creditors. Ifa petition be filed 
against a person he may resist it on the 
ground that he is notinsolvent. If he deries 
the allegation of insolvency he must submit 
to an examination. Even though he may 
have committed an act of bankruptcy he 
cannot be adjudicated an involuntary bank- 
rupt unless he is insolvent. 

“One critic exclaims: *It is absurd to 
say that a man shall only be insolvent 
when the aggregate of his property shall 
not, at a fair valuation, be sufficient in 
amount to pay his debts.’ 

**Such has been the popular definition of 
insolvency, and, in many cases, the legal 
definition of insolvency for ages. It is a 
perfectly fair definition. He says the test 
of solvency should be ‘ available assets,’ or 
a reasonably prompt meeting of his obliga- 


“If the test of available assets were the 
law, it would follow that a person might be 
worth a hundred thousand dollars in good 
real estate, but could not raise $10,000 to pay 
his debts. His assets in panicky times might 
not be available, and nine-tenths of his 
creditors, knowing him to be in fact solvent, 
might be willing to wait until he*could mar- 
ket his property or borrow money on it. 

“In such case, however, certain creditors, 
representing only $500 of his indebtedness, 
could force him into bankruptcy and compel 
the sale of his property at auction for what 
it would bring in cash. He would be ruined, 
and the proceeds might not pay his debts. 

“ Those reaping the benefit would be the 
officials who would be paid their costs, the 
party who was able to buy his property at 
possibly 10° per cent of its value, and the 
lawyer who conducted the proceedings and 
was paid out of the estate. 

“If the estate should not pay in full, the 
effect would be that the general creditors 
wolld pay the fees of the lawyer and all 
costs of the proreeding.” ,

LESSONS OF THE WAR. 


Eastern National Banks Are to 
Be Examined More Fre- 
quently. 


FRAUD ORDER IN CHICAGO. 


WASHINGTON BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 25 

There was one great lesson of the recent 

war with Spain which is admitted by army

by submarine mines, 
can defy any navy afloat. Sampson at San 
Juan and Santiago demonstrated to his sor- 
row that neither battleships nor monitors 
can make much impression on well protect- 
ed shore batteries. 

There was not a disappearing carriage in 
Cuba or Porto Rico, and but few really 
modern high-power guns, and yet the 
fleet was unable to silence those foftifica- 
tlons. The gunners were driven away from 
their works temporarily, but they always 
returned, and the fortifications at Santiago 
and San Juan, after the bombardment 
from the heaviest ships in the American 
navy, are today practically intact. 

It is a melancholy fact, illustrative of the 
original negligence of Congress, that five 
years ago Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Mobile, Charleston, San Francisco, and 
other coast cities could have been reduced 
to ashes by Admiral Cervera’s fleet, so far 
as land defenses were concerned. The agi- 
tation begun by Tue TRIBUNE induced 
Congress to act tardily, but when the pres- 
ent war was in sight the country was 
lamentably deficient in coast fortifications. 
The reports show that if Great Britain had 
called President Cleveland’s bluff in the 
Venezuelan matter and sent a fleet here, 
the coast cities of the country would have 
had to pay a tribute to secure immunity 
from destruction. It took the war with 
Spain to put the.country into an attitude 
of defense. 

Perhaps the greatest result of that war 
has been the rapid development of the sys- 
tem of coast defenses devised by the Endi- 
cott board more than ten years ago. July 
1, 1897, when Theodore Roosevelt was pre- 
paring the navy for the war with Spain, 
which he saw was inevitable, there was not 
a rapid-fire gun mounted in any fortifica- 
tion in the United States. The official fig- 
ures show that the mounted guns along the 
thousands of miles of coast comprised ten 
twelve-inch, eighteen ten-inch, five eight- 
inch rifles, and seventy-three twelve-inch 
mortars, whose ability to hit a moving body 
is still a matter of doubt. During the year 
P from July 1, 1897, to July 1, 1898, there was 
a wonderful improvement which added to 
the defensive strength of this country six 
twelve-inch, fifty-two ten-inch, thirty eight- 
inch rifles, twenty-six rapid-fire guns, and 
seventy-one mortars. Now for the first 
time an adequate system of coast defenses 
is actually in sight. 

Counting fortifications mounted, ready 
for mounts, and under construction, there 
were July 1, when Cervera was preparing 
to dash out of Santiago harbor, defenses 
made up of no less than twenty-four twelve- 
inch, 102 ten-incn, eighty eight-inch rifies, 
sixty-two rapid-fire guns, and 312 twelve- 
inch mortars. If the Spanish war has done 
nothing else, it has at least put the prin- 
cipal harbors of the country in a position 
where, according to the developments of the 
war, they can defy the battleships of the 
world. Much remains to be done, and many 
millions must be expended, but the work 
of the last two or three years has raised 
the United States from a comparatively 
defenseless nation to a point where it must 
be considered by Europe as a country prac- 
oo invincible on land and dangerous o 
the sea.

Consequently Mr. Dawes today or- 
dered the appointment of additional exam- 
iners for New York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and, in fact, all the Eastern 
cities, and these cities will be divided in two [| 
sections and undergo an examination twice 
eacn year. The Tradesman’s National Bank 
of New York, which recently failed, has not 
been examined for four months, and if the 
two compulsory examinations system had 
prevailed before this time the shaky condi- 
tion of that institution might have been dis- 
closed much earlier.

WOMAN'S VIEW OF WAR. 


ADDRESSES 
NATIONAL COUNCIL IN OMABA. 


Says That in No Time in American His- 
tory Have the Public Services of 
Those of Her Sex Been So Conspic- 
uous in Various Fields as During 
the Last Six Months—Three Impor- 
tant Standing Committees Created 
During the Year. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 25.—Questions concern~- 
‘ng the caré of foundling children engaged 
the attention of the National Council of 
Womer this morning until long after the 
nocn hour. It was decided to have a stand- 
ing committee to consider the care of these 
unfortunate children, and a. resolution was 
also adopted placing the council on record 
as opposed to the plan of many child saving 
institutions of separating mother from 
child, favoring instead the placing of waifs 
in families rather than institutions. 

The President, May Wright Sewall, in her 
annual address, said in part: ; 

“ At no period of stress in our country’s 
history have the public services of Ameri- 
can women in various fields been so con- 
spicuous as during the last six months. 
The services of Miss Helen Gould, in 
pecuniary. gifts, or Clara Barton with the 
sign of the Red Cross, 
nurses who have shunned no danger of 
climate and no discomfort of camp, only 
conspicuously illustrate the various ways in 
which hundreds of thousands cf women have, 
ona smaller scale, contributed to their coun- 
try’s strength. 

“The results of the war have brought 
our government face to face with problems 
that were not foreseen by any. To thesolu- 
tion of these problems the women of the 
United States are” bound to contribute at 


‘least so much as is implied in an intelli- 


gent study of them and an effort at com- 
prehension. 

‘“‘It must not be forgotten that the de- 
gree to which women participate in af- 
fairs everywhere involves a corresponding 
responsibility. At the bar, in the pulpit, 
in the teacher’s desk, on the public rostrum, 
in the ambush of the editorial sanctum, in 
the columns of the daily press, and in the 
pages of the monthly magazine women may 
inform the public mind, enlighten the public 
conscience, diffuse a sense of responsibility, 
and create an atmosphere of sanity.

It is not necessary at this time to recom- 
mend to the public the pecformance of 
“Magda "’ which was given by Modjeska at 
the Grand Opera-House last night, and will 
be repeated tonight. The play is une which 
has attracted most of the great actresses of 
the present day by the broad lines upon 
which the chief character is built and the 
melodramatic qualities of the plot. Yet it is 
by no means the greatest of Sudermann's 
plays, and it is certainly one of the most dif- 
ficult to transfer to the American stage. 
The uncompromising attitude of old 
Schubert, who loves his honor more than 
his daughter, which is in reality the motive 
of the play—for with anything like reason- 
able behavior on the part of Schwartzethere 
would be no tragedy—is almost inconcelvzble 
to an America audience, especiaily a Chi- 
cago audience, which is far removed from 
the conditions of life in New England, 
where, apart from the military part of his 
character, Schubert might possibly have 
existed a hundred years ago. Pastor 
Weber js also so thoroughly German—and 
stage German at that—so hopelessiy out of 
touch with American ideas, that it is hard 
for American audiences to sympathize with 
Magda, who, although a great singer and 
woman of the world, falls down and obe- 
diently worships this village pastor simply 
because he Is disinterested. Indeed, the only 
possible person in the play, so far as the 
male element is concerned, is Von Keller, 
and he is more or less of a blackguard, even 
if he is a human one. Consequently the suc- 
cess of the play depends upon two things. 
First -of all, the German atmosphere must 
be faithfully retained in order to make the 
chief male characters at all plausible; sec- 
ondly, Magda must be played by a great 
actress, who can triumph over the weakness 
of motive in the play and take full advan- 
tage of the fine situations which do ulti- 
mately arise, and the strong lines which the 
dramatist has used in drawing the chief 
character. 

Mme. Modjeska fulfills, ag far as her own 
work goes, both these requirements. Some- 
how, partly by force of personality, partly 
by the suggestion of a German accent, she 
does make the play German, and it goes 
without saying that her character work is 
beyond praise. In no other character in her 
repertory has she such an opportunity to 
portray changing emotions and sheer force- 
fulness of intention. . Consequently her 
Magda, while infinitely superior to any other 
assumption of the part on the English or 
American stage, may be favorably compared 
with the work of Duse in the same part, and 
is certainly to be preferred to that of Bern- 
hardt, who never quite rose superior to the 
unaccustomed ugliness of the stage setting. 

As a play “‘ Magda” is theatrical and un- 
pleasant; as a vehicle for Modjeska’s art 
it is hardly to be surpassed, and for that 
reason it should find a warm welcome.

But Liga Lehmann must not be taken too 
seriously. She has not invented a new form 
of musical expression, even her use of the 
leit motif is quite elementary; she has in- 
troduced no characteristics of Eastern mu- 
sic into her work, perhaps because she 
knows nothing about thé music of the East, 
but more probably because any borrowed 
forms would rob her work of its delightful 
spontaneity. She has not even gone deep 
into the philosophy of her poet. As far as 
expression goes her setting gives an entire'y 
erroneous idea of Omar Khayyam as we 
know him through the medium of Fitzgerald. 
We may excuse a certain tinge of Eastern 
melancholy, but in this *“* Song Cycle”’ the 
note of sadness is only relieved by an occa- 
sional. half cynical laugh. 

Not that any one need quarrel with the 
“ Persian Garden’’ on that account. Miss 
Lehmann is entitled to her view of the poet's 
ideais and no one could wish her music 
otherwise; only it is not safe to assert that 
she always translates the poet’s utterances 
truthfully. 

The apportioning out of the various qua- 
trains to the different singers is so apt that 
one is almost tempted to think it obvious. 
The tenor, as might be expected, has the 
sweetest lyric passages, such as the lines be- 
ginning ‘‘ Alas, that spring should perish 
with the rose,"’ while the contralto sings 
somewhat dolefully about the shortness of 


life and the length of time when we are dead. 


The bass naturally gets the delightfully 
cynical reference to the futility of all knowl- 
edge, and the soprano is appropriately de- 
clamatory. Only one quatrain seems at 
first unnatural. The lines beginning “ I sent 
my soul into the invisible ’’ would seem at 
first to demand the stronger treatment of 
the male voice, and yet, after all, the idea 
of the naked soul shrieking through space 
is well suggested by the declamatory so- 
prano. 

The part singing, of which there is little, 
is nevertheless a noticeable feature of the 
cycie. Nothing so delicate or so original in 
rhythm has been written for four voices and 
the piano since Brahms composed his 
Ziegelunde, 

Of the singers Mr. Williams and Mr. Clark 
did the best work, while Miss Evans ren- 
dered the contralto passages in a full, if 
somewhat colorless, voice. Mrs. Hess-Burr 
gave invaluable assistance at the piano.

The competition of ‘‘In a Persian Gar- 
den’? was too much apparently for the 
Spiering Quartet last night. At least, few 
lovers of music were attracted to the 
University Hall of the Fine Arts Building 
by the prospect of a Mozart anda Beethoven 
quartet, with four serious songs by Brahms 
to lighten the program. This was inevita- 
ble, yet unfortunate, for chamber music 
stands in danger of dying a sudden death in 
Chicago unless some effort is made to sup- 
port the laudable endeavors of such or- 
ganizations as the Spiering Quartet. 

Last night’s program was adequately, if 
not brilliantly rendered, and the players, al- 
though they achieved: no richness-.of tone 
or fineness of shading, at least gave an in- 
telligent reading of the music of Beethoven 
and Mozart. 

The four songs of Brahms were exceed- 
ingly well sung by Mr. Sidney P. Biden. His 
voice is of pleasing quality and he evidently 
approaches the composer with reverence 
and a good understanding. The first iwo 
songs were rather difficult and the singer 
had some trouble with the intervals, which 
resulted in occasional uncertainty of attack. 
He was distinctly better in the beautiful 
apostrophe to death, with which his part of 
the performance might fittingly have closed, 
as the fourth song came rather as an anti- 
climax. He sang the words in English and 
even then his articulation was not of the 
best. 

But, on the whole, a young singer who 
can attack four difficult songs by Brahms so 
successfully deserves great encouragement.

international naval review in honor of the 
Queen's diamond jubilee at Spithead, on 
which occasion, it may be remembered. the 
United States cruiser Brooklyn was made 
the object of particularly pleasant demon- 
strations of good will and friendship by the 
English naval authorities and especially by 
Sir Nowell. 

The latter has seen service on this side of 
the Atlantic. For it was he who captured 
and disposed of the Tennessee filibuster, 
William Walker, by turning him over to the 
Honduras government, which shot him. 

Whatever may be said in behalf of Walker, 
who was at one moment recognized by the 
United States government as President of 
*the Republic of Nicaragua, there is no doubt 
that his capture and execution put an end 
to the reign of terror which for five years 
he maintained in Central America to the 
detriment of trade and industry. Hence it 
is not astonishing that Sir Nowell Salmonr— 
Caplain Salmon of the Icarus, as he was 
then—should have been presented with a big 
gold medal for his services in the matter by 
the Central American States. 


It was as a young Lieutenant during the 
Indian mutiny and in the battle before Luck- 
now that Salmon won for himself not only 
his promotion to the rank of Commander 
but also that most highly prized of all Eng- 
lish orders—namely: the Victoria Cross, 
conferred only for conspicuous gallantry 
and for actions of especial heroism in the 
face of the enemy. 

’ Short in stature, with a lithe, well set fig- 
ure, his sixty-odd years having in no wise 
impaired his vigor. He still bikes, dances, 
and rides as well as a man of one-third of 
his age. He is the son of an English clergy- 
man of Hebrew descent. 


Count Witte, the Russian Minister of 
Finance, who is just at present the object 
of so much attention on the part of the 
French government, President Faure hav- 
ing treated him with much distinction as 
if he were a reigning sovereign, is a man 
of the most obscure birth, and may be said 
to owe his amazingly successful career to 
an act of disobedience which under ordinary 
circumstances would have involved his dis- 
grace. 

Twenty-one years ago he was a mere vil- 
lage stationmaster on the railroad line from 
Kieff to Odessa, when he received certain 
telegraphic ‘nstructions in connection with 
the transportation of troops to Bulgaria. 

Finding that compliance therewith would 
have resulted not only in hopeless confusion 
but actually in downright disaster, he took 
upon himself to act in direct opposition to 
the instructions Which he had received. 

Called to account for his disobedience he 
was able to prove to the satisfaction of his 
superiors that he had acted in the only man- 
ner certain to be successful and that the 
orders transmitted to him were entirely 
wrong. This attracted the attention of M. 
Wichnegradski, who was at that time the 
President of the railroad on which Witte 
was employed. 


On Wichnegradski becoming Minister of 
Finance, he brought the young station- 
master with him to St. Petersburg, where he 
rapidly promoted him from one post to an- 
other until, about-six years ago, he succeed- 
ed him as Minister of Finance. 

Both the dead and the present Czar enter- 
tained the highest opinion of his honesty, 
and it was Alexander III. who conferred 
upon him the titie of Count, which in Rusria 
is of much higher value than that of Prince. 
For, with the exception of the German aris- 
tocracy in the Baltic provinces of the Czar’s 
empire, there are few Counts, indeed. in 
Russia. In fact, I do not believe there have 
been more than two dozen Muscovite crea- 
tions Count, all told, whereas Princes are 
as plentiful as blackberries, the title being 
much the same as that of the English 
“squire’’ and carrying with it no official 
or even social prerogatives. — 

Count de Witte is about 50 years of age, 
is built of heréulean proportions, wears a 
full beard, his hair rather long, and dresses 
badly. He always gives one the impression 
of a man engaged in scientific pursuits, who 
had been up all night endeavoring to solve 
some knotty problem, and who had then 
taken a few hours’ rest on a lounge without 
removing his clothes. 

There are many people in this country who 
will be sorry to hear that Lord Rowton, cel- 
ebrated in connection with his faithful serv- 
ices as private secretary to Lord Beacons- 
field, is becoming entirely blind. His recent 
visit to Wiesbaden and the treatment of the 
great eye specialist there have been without 
any result, and all hopes have now been 
abandoned of preserving his sight. In fact, 
it is probable that he will be entirely blind 
by Christmas. 

As it is now, he is unable any longer to 
read or write and is entirely dependent upon 
the assistance of his secretary. 

He is one of the executors of the Queen’s 
will, Lord Cross being the other, and it was 
believed at one time that he would have mar- 
ried Princess Beatrice, the youngest daugh- 
ter of the Queen. He alone has read the 
mysterious memoirs of his chief, Disraeli, 
and is responsible for their being withheld 
from the public.

How Can Real Estate Assets Be Sold So 
as Not to Impair Increased Cap- 


The most sudden fall in price which has 
overtaken Pullman stock since the death 
of Mr. Pullman occurred yesterday on the 
news of the adverse decision of the State 
Supreme Court, with respect to the real 
estate holdings of that company. The mar- 
before the decision was 
known, closed at 196%. Shortly after the 
opening yesterday morning the stock had 
sold off six points to 190%. Later, however, 
there was a rally to ID4. 

The opinion of local capitalists with refer- 
ence to the Supreme Court decision against 
the Pullman company is that the company 
will ultimately prove in court that its real 
estate holdings are legal—or will at least get 
the case tied up for indefinite settlement. 

If, however, the company is compelled to 
sell its real estate property through en- 
forcement of a final decision against it the 
question will naturally arise whether it 
would not have to let go of about $9,000,000 
worth of present assets at a sacrifice. On 
its real estate and building investments the 
company derives an income of over $1,000,- 
000 per year, which represents over 10 per 
cent on such capital. 

If-the company should be compelled to 
publicly sell this property for cash it is 
doubtful if it ¢ould secure cash return suf- 
ficient to make equally good investment in 
extensions of its legitimate manufacturing 
and car renting business. 

Moreover, on Nov. 15 the surplus assets of 
the company, amounting to $18,000,000, will 
have been capitalized, and, therefore, such 
reduction in assets would represent impair- 
ment of capital, and possibly interfere with 
the new dividend rate at 6 per cent.
